: During the tons described ia the fallowiay diaries I. came in souch with Apa Tani and Daft. The 
Apa Tani are a compact tibt af about 20,008, inhabiting a single, intensively cultivated valley of ess 
than 20 ayuare miley. Previous report referred to them a3 Apa Tanang, but they call themselves Apa 
Tani or simply Tari, and are known as Ape, Tenaog on'y w tbe Dafas of the Jorum Toke group.

+ Daafla, on the other hand. igahe term by which the Amamese plains people refer to the members of a 
Gibal population extepating feos the foothills to the sources of Khu and Kamla, and divided into several

‘The Defias told me that an easier route to the Ap» Tani country raos from Dija Tex Estate to Scaem- 
chi and then along th: slope and acros » b-ight on the south bank of the Panior. te pase below Chloe 
village and crosses th: Panior River about threz mike upstream from the coofluence with the Pite River. 
At this seasoo the [atlas cram the river there by bamboo rafis, but a suspension bridge did exist and cond 
te constructed agin, From this crossiog an easy path beads sis (the now demrted) Hatu Yua to Mai. 
"This is obviously the route taken by the Miri Mission. Once the country is pacifiad this roste will probably 
prove the easiest, Lut at present it is too exposed to raids by Likha and Licha to be used withoat rish by 
tnemcarted coolies. Mest of the village: in this part of the coustry such as Haru Yua. Tade Yous, Mom, 
Chubung and Pils (83 E, C3) have afl been raided by Likha ; many inhabitants were killed and many were 
taken as slaves to Lisha. All these villages marked on the map are now deserted. 

The tempera:ure at 9 p.m. was 63° F. 


12th March. —Perre to Lolu.— Approximately 8 miles —One cf the Plalos Dafla qoolies who pemerday 
saffered from fever was worse tbis morning acd could not getup. It was out of the question to leave him at 
Perre and I had to detail three mn to carry him back. Fortunately our loads arc now so much lighter thas 
we could just spare the three mea. : 

We left at 7 a.m. in fine weather, and balfan bour late crossed the Pei River by th: new brh and 
began the climb up to Loby. This is a hard and uninterening ascent, very shut in ; bur the path is thi 
etter than the one up to Kemping. After climbing s2me 4,090 2 reached the higher paint, acd 
then on the path led up and down along a narrow-topped spur. <re was only one passable view from the 
top of a sandsione cliff ; unforruaately mist obscured the distance. 

Aa 2-15 p.u. we got to the camp-site on a saddle of the spur, but it was not until two baara Jater that 
the conlies art.ved, grumbling and groaning about the-long climb. My w.fe had as usual about forty 
patients. Dim-dam bites gone septic are now the main trouble. -Water is very scarce and near this camp as 
at Kemping there oo adequate thatching material. 











13th Merch.—Labu to Camp on the Pangen River.—Approximately 11 miles. —We left at Taw. in 
sunny weather. “Ihc path rose at once steeply threugh high forest, amply interspened with a small kind of 
bamboo. As we gained height the vegetation showed thal we were gradually leaving th zome of the ever- 
grom sub-tropical rain fyrest. Alter a3 hour we reached a narrow epar, waich led up to a hare shoulder

‘The valleys cut into the ridges by the small rribataries of the Panior River end in such ravines that 
anyone following 2 stream towards the sgurer, would altimately come face to face with an almost perpendi- 
cular slope.

. We were pointed ont a 
ridge where an Apa Tani-dicd some weeks ago when reiurniog [rows the plains ; be was beld up by mow, 
an expatiiions took a westward cours from Lai, past the 7,930 ket peak Yei Lit to the Dafa 
village of Lei. Bot our Apa Tanis bad suggested a shonicr way further cayt, which leads directly into the 
Pangen valley. After a fairly steady drop from Lai, it hits a spur, and rises again ; then there are several 
extremely stiff climhs and drops as it rums along a dented ridge. Atl ?.u. we hod not yet begun to drip 
errously and while sll high wp we ran into s hatbtorm. ‘The fmal deecent was step and slippery and we 
were very glad when at S pus, we reached the camp-site near the Pangen River. It was here, an the borders 
of the Apa Teai coumry that we ones the first camml travellery, wo Apa Tasis returning vo their village after 
a. visit cw the phaina. 

Since the small amount of faod Ich to the Dafla coolicy 23 well gs the state of their health hed casmed me 
amniety, I had sent wwo of our three Apa Tans shead from Perre with instructions to bring same men and if 
pomible aume rice to the Pangea River. They arrived an bour or so after us, accompanied by 3@ men from, 
Ape villages of Haja and Dota and brought sufficient rice for the Daas’ return journey 

The Apa ‘Tanis are fine looking men, all dressed more or lew alike with cane-belmets, coame cloths and 
sed cape bebs ending in little ula They seem Sriendly an! cheerful and some know a of 
Assamese, 1 gave them cigarettes and matches and they nceded no encouragement to crowed our tent. 
They arc extraordinarily cusioas and handle any strange object they exe with us ; the zip-fastencr of our tent 
is a wwurce of delight and they keep an opening and abutting it. Their whole behaviour reminds me cruch 
mare of Nages than of Dufas. 7 ' 


i4th Marck.—Pungen River to west of Hang.—Appronimately 10 miles.—At night there was again 
some rain, baa the morneng was fine. discharged and pasd 24 Dafa porters who wasted to retum. Some 
of them retraced our mepe, while otters anid they would return vie Leji and Chodo. 

We trft a 6 A.m. and crowed Grst the Pangen River and then a emailer mream. Both will have to be 
bridged if we are to gea down ty this route during the rains. The path ied then continuously up and down 
through forest, lit up by the profuse biamoms of tree rhododendrom, some blood red, some deep rane acd 
come white. The path was very ali , and cacy muddy and even marshy places, now bridged by logn, 
nay be troubbenouse im the raine. ‘we emerge | from the forest and uw before us a large clearing 
with a carpet of mauve primates covering a gentile slope. Beteern che primulas, sowe maore then e foot mali, 
yrew violets ; the whole atmosphere was thac of early spring. 

Once more we enterrd the forest, and after crossing many a micor hill came to dopa were 
huge pines (Pisus excrlse) are the predominant trees, 

Some time afier we had met the pin leading to Mai, we left the forest and beyond genile 
slope, mauve with primmulas, we saw the strange barc buils of the Apa Tavi courury, rounded grass 
covered hillatks and spurs, only bere and there broken by astrip or patch of high pines. ‘Through 
the Bowery dopes a good path wound downwards to a shallow unbridged stream. Here I saw the frst 
Apa Tani athan grazing knee deep in primulas. Somc were black, some pic-bald and some nearly 
okie, T bawe seen similar white mithan in the Abor coumtry, but never in the Naga Hills. There 
were als cows af the ordinsry plains breed, bue wit: much thicker fur than plain’s can x

pamed bere sme rice, fields, carefully fenced io with wooden stakes, the stubble still mandi 

little further we looked from a beight over a large bowl filled with siccfelds arranged in gently rixing- 
terraces. These were the fields of Hang, but the village iue'f was nos visible. 


We had planned to go straight to Haja, the village cf our guides, but when the path over open 
hillocks and meadows turned west, I felt that something was wrong. Since we had got into cpen 
coun ry mmail grougs of Apa Tanis had joined us, and when we asked our guides again 10 wake ws 
wraight to Hap, changed their tone and said that a different carop tite brad already been selected, 
camp see with good water where we would have no difficulty over wood. Some of the men wh 
had joined us wore msperior clothes and had an air of importance. They were member of a 
headman’s family eod it became obvious that neither cur guides nor the Apa Tani coalies would act 
egainst their ox: and that the suggestion of a camp [ar away from any village had come froni 
these men, | argued fur a short white but the Apa Tanis refused stubbornly w uke us to Haja, 
to-day. 

We were in adilemma: to camp at aconsderable distance from any village was contrary to my 
policy and, m mear to troublesome Dafia villages, perhaps not absolutely safe, bot to force the issue 
‘and go to Haja against the Apa Tanis' will might wel! have prejudiced our future relatiom The 
principal beadmen had not come and the other men were evidently acting under orders. So [ chase 
the lewer evil amf decided to camp on the wggeied atc, It warm wind exept ope and much tap 
cold ‘for anyone's liking. 

Alter we had pad the Apa Tanis who hed carricd our Jaads, we askal our guides to stay with 
wai\je camp and get if pomible 2 [ew more Apa Tanis to remain with us until tomerrow. Oddly 
pay inst all refused, pretending urgent busines in their village... This was not a good sign, and 
usp Political Jemadsr was rather alarmed, fearing not to much any evil intent on the pam of the 
Apa Tan's, has gaperucs that ubry had got wind of the hostile aiiaude of same Doflas and wane 
to dimociaw th ‘= fom ous party.

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Mengo is weil known to certain Apa Tanis and can be reached by them in two to three dayx, viz 
Likha ar 3 pach further north. Three years ago a member of Nada Chobin's [amily went to Mengo to return 
a runaway slave who had spught refuge in Haja. His action was determined perhaps not so much by the 
desire to win the friendship of Mengp, buc by the fear of drawing on himself the wrath of Mengu ifhe gave 
asylum to an escaped alave or furthered his fight. 


Later in the day two more Daflss appeared. The Apa Tanis were by no means pleased to see them 
and would iodred have pr=tevred to usher them away before they had a chance of taiking to me. =n turned 
out chat they hed come from Toko, but belonged originally to Likha and to a family which has suffered 
(aadly from the raids of another settlement of Likha. Last November their house was raided by two brothers, 
Take and Harku of Likha in revenge for tbe help given previously to a rua away slave woman. Teo 
members of their family were killed and scvea carried off as waver The rest fle to Toko, and now 
they came enquiring whether Government was preparing to move agaimt Likha. The exact position 
of Likha is sill doubeful, bat with the belp of coims they were able to explain the re!ative position of the 
six ectdemens of the Likha can. These Daflas confirmed that Mengo lics on the upper course of the 
Paniaor, aod at a greater elevation them Likha, which seems to lic in the Kiyi valley.

They were more over depr: and irritaicd by the dis- 
appearance of vasious mmsll things ; in the plains the Apa Tanis have a reputation for theft, art the 
‘opportunity offered to the crowds througing our camp seems to have proved too good to be mimcd. 

‘There was no sign of the rain stopping and so I asked the headmen whether there was no empty hous 
or grapary which we wight oc: wna our own house was ready. Bur the Apa Tanis maw grave difb- 
culties ; dveir gods might be if we entered ame of ther people in the village ag we may fall 
ill, and leas convincing of arguments —we would not like the smell in their houses.

Some men of Bela used sp go not only to Pamir, Murga and Rakhe but aarst the Kamala as far as 
Yubar (marked on the map as Daborn) and Kebak* and io Balu betwern Khru end Kamla. In the former 
villages they hought pigs, dogs, carton, chilfies acd bamboo shoows for cloph, deo and self; aed sometimes 
mmithan for rice. But the Maris porth of the Kamla aod Khru they bought Tibman deo, Tibetan 
bronze bells and plates far cloth, salt, kaives and pigs.

To gea a general idea of the extent and character of the village land we went for a walk to mae of the 
distant felds, but though we must have covered not les thas fe miles we saw ony a part of the cultivased 
iand belonging to Hang. 4 

Leating the vitlage \.c walked for a long time throagh a marrow lasec im betwern femced-in grows of 
\amboos. pines and fruit trees. Nearly everyone has such a growe, where be grows bamboo: from roasts and 
vines and fruit trees transplanted whea young frou forest and grows.

As the doctor was going again to see his patieos in Bela, we scoompanied him and visited there mame 
efour friends in the village.

All the existing Likba headmen and even Liha Tum" of 
Pegabari, sauth of the Paniar, are descended from Surbe's grandlather alo called Serbe, and they dispersed. 
from a village in che Kiyi valley not far fram tbe present Nielom. He, Serbe, had hisme!f founded 
Darde because in his father’s te land bearing forest had become scarce and bere there was ample 
Jand for jkamiag. Some bow: of Nabam clan and one Takum man from the Palin valley joined 
his village Later. Serbe was delighted with a gift of five ecrry of salt and insisted on giving usa goat in 
exchange. We left his houte regretting that we could not camp in Derde. 

Several articles in Dorde were indicative of intercoune with Tiber, Likha Serbe had a metal pipe nat 
of the usual type made hy Dalla founders bat of Tibctan workmanship, many men wore large Tibetan 
ear-rings, inlaid with coloured semi-precious moncs, and clothes with black and red borders of coms, 
promumably Tibetan wool, are more in evidence than in any other village of the Likha group. 

Indeed geographically and culturally Dorde belongs loday more to the Mengn group of villages than 
to the Likhe gepup. By crovsing the ridge between Takho and Dore we have entered the Upper 
Panior valley, which streschea weitwards as Jar as the 10.900 and 12,000 fect peak forming the warer- 
bed berecen Panior and Kamexg. Tis Fives. rane i 2 deep foams; weeere the recede, with here 
and there a flat 1 only gently inclined step, are the villages and in places the jhum-fieids have caten into 
the fares, nearly as far asthe Grat ridge line. Above rise the higher ridges enclosing the valley harse-shoe 
fie, and in ravines and on thé hil cope srfiere: pene. ters stand clearly out aginst the sky line thee ete 
trace of recen: spowfall.

Men of Pui: had clamoured for the freeing of Nabum 
Tagum, a youth of Komp kept as slave in Tablia's house. hen the young man was delivered, he declared 
shar now he bad been so macy years in Bentam it was ton late to relcase him. FF: did not want to go with 
relatives be hardly knew to a distant uoknown village and preferred to slay wiere he was. His kioamen 
were furious with bim, feeling no doubt their prestige at stake, but their pereusaions were in vain, and we 
had of curse no crust ty frec a man against his will. This and other umilar incidents nitde it clear thai 
the position of slaves and captives it nat alwavs as grim as ome may think Particulariy people captured in 
their youth are more of fem trcated as menb.n of the family and with the pasting years aftcn auiain a great 
degrer of freedom.

Lard is 
an object of conquem and the victors ina may take over the land of a vanquished and bene 

obably scaltered clan. But large scale feuds and wars srem to be bere much rarer than amoug the 
Fisass of the K-yi and Psonior region, and the whole country appears ro be more xided. Migrations of
